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\ PREFACE 


This fourth supplement to the second edition of the Social Sciences Section 
of the Standard Catalog for Public Libraries, 1927, includes 556 books with 
full annotations, and a number of pamphlets. The Supplement is cumulative 
and, in addition to the 133 new titles added in this Supplement, it includes the 
423 books which made up the first to third supplements. In addition to the 556 
titles included in the main entries about 170 books are mentioned in notes. The 
new titles added in the present supplement include principally books appearing 
in 1930 and through the summer of 1931. The books have been carefully 
selected with the help of librarians and specialists who have generously cooper- 
ated in the work. The first to third supplements were edited by Miss Corinne 
Bacon, the editor of the main Catalog, who was unfortunately unable to con- 
tinue the work at this time. The editing of the new material incorporated in 
this fourth supplement has been done by Isabel Monro under the direction of 
the editor of the Standard Catalog Series. 


Selection. The selection has been made primarily for small and medium 
sized libraries. In addition, larger libraries will perhaps find that the list has 
some use for them, altho as a rule scholarly works not suited to the needs of 
the smaller libraries are omitted. Some books which are desirable in large 
libraries are given in notes. In selecting representative English books we have 
again been fortunate in having the cooperation of Mr. B. M. Headicar, librarian 
of the London School of Economics and Political Science, who has for a number 
of years cooperated with us in this work. In addition to voting on the English 
titles included on our tentative list: Mr. Headicar sent us a carefully selected 
list of additional titles. The majority of these suggestions have been included 
either as full entries or as noted titles without being voted on by American 
librarians. 


Books for first purchase. In the Social sciences section itself and in the 
previous supplements to the section, titles recommended for first purchase had 
not been starred. In the present supplement the titles which we recommend 
for first purchase have been starred with the advice of collaborators. For the 
present this starring is done in the List of new titles added in 1931 which is 
given at the end for the convenience of those who wish to check additions since 
the third supplement, 1930. Later, when the section is revised, the stars will be 
incorporated in the main list. While this selection of starred titles should be 
suggestive to libraries, it is realized that the selection will necessarily have to be 
varied somewhat to suit the needs of each library. 


Uses. This Catalog, with its index, will serve a triple purpose in a 
library: (1) as a buying list, showing the best titles for libraries to buy in this 
field. For this purpose full information is given about publishers, prices and 
editions; (2) as a reference tool; (3) as a recommended list of the best reading 
for users of our public libraries. 
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Index. The Supplements, heretofore, have had an author and title index 
only, though the 1927 edition of the section contained a brief index to the classi- 
. fication in addition to the author and title index. In this supplement, for the first 
time, a complete index to subjects for all of the books has been incorporated with 
the author and title index and it is hoped that it will prove an aid for quick 
reference. In the new edition of the section the analytical entries for parts of 
books which are a feature of the other divisions of the Standard Catalog for 
Public Libraries will also be added. 


Method of compilation. We are greatly indebted to librarians and spe- 
cialists in various subjects for their valuable cooperation. The following libra- 
rians checked the tentative lists which were chosen mainly from well selected 
library lists and bibliographies: Miss Greta E. Brown of the New Britain 
Institute Library, New Britain, Conn.; Members of the staff of the Cleveland 
Public Library (1928, 1931); Mr. William J. Hamilton of the Public Library,

on the Negro. The final selection has been made according to the votes received 
from these collaborators, plus a careful examination of the books. 


Prices, Editions. Where there is both an American and an English 
edition of a book both publishers are given and the English prices are also 
included. This has been done primarily to make the list more useful in English 
libraries. The fact that English editions sometimes have different titles from 
the American ones may account for a few omissions of English publishers and 
prices. The information about American prices has been obtained from the 
Cumulative Book Index and the latest Publishers’ Trade List Annual. Prices for 
books included in the previous supplement have been brought up to date. Eng- 
lish prices were taken from the latest Reference Catalogue of Current Literature, 
supplemented by the Cumulative Book Index and the latest annual volume of 
the English Catalogue. 


Acknowledgments. Thanks are due to the publishers for their gener- 
osity in giving us copies of books included in this Supplement. Grateful 
acknowledgment is made to the members of the staff who have helped in the 
work. Iris E. Almy is responsible for the cataloging of the books and for the 
making of the subject index to all four supplements which has been added in 
this Supplement.
